They were informed that 
the net loss on operations of the 
entire Pool last year amounted to 
$13,985, but directors pointed out 
to the delegates present that the 
Pool is far from bankrupt. The 
point was made clear that the 
assets of the Pool still far exceed 
the liabilites of the organization, 
but that the asscts are fixed, and 
are not immediately realizable 
into cash. 

The delegates discussel the 
financial statement throughout 
the afternoon; then followed a 
motion “that the resignation of 
W. Adrian as manager be. re- 
cnested” was defeated twice be- 
fore being finally passed at the 
night session. The directors ex- 
plained that this motion could 
not be put into effect immediate- 
ly because the present manager 
has a contract calling for three 
months’ natice. 


‘Constant Criticism 

Throughout the discussion oP 
the financial statement, the man- 
agement of the Pool, including 
the directors, came in for con- 
stant criticism. Many delegates 
flatly stated that, unless the man- 
agement was chanred, the conft- 
dence of the shippers in their re- 
spective districts would be en- 
tirely lost. Personalities entered 
into the arguments during the 
sessions, as many stormed = ana 
wrangled over policies of the 
Pool and its management. 

All attempts of certain dele- 
gates to obtain au cancellation or 
deferment of the 1936 dividena 
proclaimed early in 1937 were 
voted down, Directors then asked 
for some constructive idea which 
they could follow through in or- 
der to pav the dividend .and at 
the same time meet the bank 
mortgage on the condensery. 


After considerable discussion # 
motion was finally passed call. 
ing “for the directors to contact 
leading manufacturers of  con- 
densed milk with a proposition 
to lease the plant (Red Deer 
condensery) on a basis of auditev 
output, and to report back at the 
next annual meeting.” 

It was made quite clear that 
the directors should take no ac- 
tion upon themselves in the leas- 
ing of the plant; they were onlv 
given power to investigate the 
feasability of such a plan and re- 
port to the delegates and mem- 


bers at the annual meeting, 
which will probably be held 
within the next four months.

‘WO and one-half years have passed since that 

memorable day when a Social Credit Govern- 
ment was swept into power in Alberta on. an 
avalanche of votes.

Many ratepayers voted for the 
Social Credit party because in them they believed 
they found sincere, honest men, who would at 
least balance the budget, bring about a general 
debt reduction and alleviate to some extent the 
burden on the taxpayers 

What a disillusionment! The budget has not 
_been balanced; the only movement towards a gen- 
eral debt: reduction has been a moratorium, the 
advantages of which are limited and doubtful, 
and taxes have taken a sharp turn upward. 

And_.now. notwithstanding the fact that Social 
Credit bills passed so far have been declared ultra 
vires, Premier Aberhart has once again introduced 
a bill “to provide for the realization of Social 
Credit in Alberta.” Another blind behind which 
the Government can hide. Through this bill, the 
Government sets up another platform on’ which 
they can shortly mount to announce to all and 
sundry that they are still trying to put into éffect 
that will o’ the wisp—Social Credit. This bill is 
another temporary framework, built on the shift- 
ing sands of unconstitutionality, upon which Pre- 
mier Aberhart and his Government pretend to 
lean for support. 

The Government underestimates the temper 
of the citizens of this Province. Even with the 
“mind of a thirteen-year-old child” they are not 
to be fooled by such play acting, which is intend- 
ed only té keep alive the ghost of Social’ Credit. 


Quality Is Needed 


ASTERN buyers are interested only in well 


fitted, finished animals. This fact was once 
again vividly illustrated at the Lacombe Farmers’ 
Horse Sale held here ‘Tuesday and Wednesday of 
last week. Outside buyers are ready to pay, and 
pay well, for well fitted horses, but farm animals 
which are of poor quality interest them not at all. 

In the sale last week, in which 684 horses 
were sold, there was a large number of animals 
which were not well finished entered for sale. 
These were bought, not by eastern buyers, but by 
local residents; by farmers who finished a couple 
of cheap horses, or by speculators who snapped 
up unfinished horses at a low price to condition 
them in the hope of selling them again in a short 
time at a profit. These types of buyers will not, 
as a reule, pay a good price for a good horse. 

A successful sale, a sale which is of the great- 
est benefit to the farmer contributors, depends on 
the attendance of big buyers from outside points 
—buyers who are critical as to the horses they 
purchase; buyers who want quality in their ani- 
mals—but at the same time will pay a high price 
for a good finished and well fitted horses, 

If the farmers of this district enter in the 
“sale horses of quality only, then, and not until 
then, will the contributors receive the greatest 
profit on their entries. 


"Twas Ever Thus 


HOSE who make headlines in the newspapers 
T of today are as certain to become the “forgot- 
ten men” of tomorrow as any certainty which 
ever existed. We older Albertans, whose hair has 
begun to thin or turn grey, will well remember 
Hatfield, the “rainmaker,” who sought to bring 
prosperity (in the form of rain) from the clouds, 
with mediocre success. He was the talk of the 
Province at the time—today but few of the 
younger generation have even heard of him... . 
and so it goes for a host of others who have 
come, reached the heighths of fame for a brief 
spell and faded from the memory of many of us. 

The celebrated Emil Coue of France, for in- 
stance, had the world agog with his famous words 
of self-encouragement: “Every day in every way 
I feel better and better.” It was repeated hourly 
by thousands. Valentino, the slick-haired Romeo 
of the screen, rose to the dizzy heights about the 
same time, died suddenly, and is but a memory 
today. Gertrude Ederle swam the English chan- 
nel and received one of the biggest receptions 
New York had ever seen when returning after 
that splendid feat; Broadway was covered with 
licker tape and confetti after that hilarious “wel- 
come home.” Today the mention of Gertrude 
Ederle’s name to the younger generation would 
bring the query, “Who was she?” 

Thus it behooves those whose portion it is 
to be famous today to enjoy it to the full, for 
tomorrow they may have fallen into obscurity 

from which there is seldom a return.

‘Nearly two weeks ago, Hitler made the cen- 


> taries old kingdom of Austria a Province of Uer- 


inany, while the whole world stood by, appar- 
ently helpless. If we study the map of Europe 
before the war, and compare it with the present- 
day set-up, we cannot but realize that this step is 
only the beginning of a very serious drive to 
annex «ther small states, The Austria Hitler took 
for his own is only a very small portion of that 
proud Austrian Empire ruled over by the aged 
Emperor Franz Josef in 1914, 

The three and one-half million Germans living 
amongst the fifteen million inhabitants of Czecho- 
Slovakia have, in the last week, gained far-reach- 
ing concessions (political) by this act of Hitler's, 
without any direct intervention. Such is the 
morale of Europe! These Czechs, once under 
Austrian domination, mete out much better treat- 
ment to their German nationals than they them- 
selves received prior to 1914, 


What about Poland and Hungary, both of 
which house many Germans, whom Hitler has 
sworn to protect? Poland is in the position of 
having at the least three times the territory she 
had before the war, and in that territory there 
was a huge percentage of Jews (Hitler’s pet aver- 
sion), augmented now by the large population 
of Jews that abounds in what used to be Silesia 
and Galicia, and which now form a_ part of 
Poland. Unfortunately, Poland, including the 
famous “Polish Corridor,” which was to have 
been so much benefit o her, is surrounded, to a 
large extent, by Germany, and German sympa- 
thizers, The trouble between Poland and Lithu- 
ania has been patched up for the present (and 
for the present only) by the latter giving in to the 
German-dictated terms of Poland. 


One can argue, how ‘loes this effect, us, in 
the British Dominions? ‘fhe repercussions are 
already being felt, not only in Europe, but all 
over the world. Actually, Czecho-Slovakia means 
next to nothing to us—no more, in fact, than did 
that little town of Serajevo, in which the war 
of 1914 started. To Germany, Czecho-Slovakia 
means the easing of her food shortage, the acquisi- 
tion of great mineral wealth, and propinquity to 
the oil wells of Galicia and Rumania. “The real 
rub lies, however, in the fact that it (Czecho-Slo- 
vakia) is anti-Fascist. France and Russia have 
given their solemn word to assist her, if attacked 
by Germany (while writing this the news has just 
come over the air that Hitler has demanded the 
cancellation of the Czecho-Russian pact). It is a 
matter of conjecture how France or Russia will 
be able to vothe to the aid of ‘Czecho-Slovakia 
without starting an European war, as _ neither 
country lies adjacent to her. Russia would have 
to traverse Poland before they could aid the 
Czechs; and France would have to cross a por- 
tion of Germany—and what do you think these 
two nations would be doing in the meantime? 


Is it a wonder that-most commentators dub 
Hitler’s coup d'etat as “planned aggression”? Let 
us go back for a moment to the recent crisis in 
ihe Brilish Cabinet. Mr. Chamberlain was so eager 
for talks and friendship with Italy that he pushed 
on one side Mr. Eden’s contention that Italy, as 
a token of her good faith, should withdraw some 
of her “volunteers” from Spain, before sitting 
down to conversations... What happened? Italy 
did not withdraw a single “volunteer”—in fact, 
Italy and Germany poured troops and the imple- 
ments of war into Spain at the phsychologicai 
moment, when the Loyalists were at a low ebb, 
and Hitler and Mussolini apparently had Europe 
“by the tail.” All things being as they ure, we 
shall soon see another Fascist state—Spain. 


When this comes to pass, France herself will 
be in deadly peril, and in dire need of help, espe- 
cially if she sends any of her strength to aid the 
Czechs. Can you visualize the picture? France, 
Britain and Belgium cut off from the rest of Eur- 
ope by a united bloc of Fascist nations! France 
cut off from at least one-third of her army, which 
she derives from Northern Africa. What use 
would Gibraltar and Malta be to Britain with 
Spain and Italy united by Fascist doctrines? 1f 
the Mediterranean be closed to Britain, what hap- 
pens to Egypt, Palestine, India, the rest of Africa, 
etc., ete.? 


In the world today there are two major 
schools of thought—Fascism and Communism. If 
you are not in sympathy with one, of necessity 
you must, subconsciously, sympathize with the 
other! We can SAY that we are neither Commu- 
nist nor Fascist, but, believe me, in the not too 
distant future we may be faced with the necessity 
of making a choice. It is alleged that in Saskatche- 
wan there is already a strong Fascist organiza- 
tion. 


By the English papers I see that business men 
are saying that the crisis is past, and telling the 
world that perhaps Mr, Chamberlain was right, 
as business is so much better. Business!—more 
dividends for lucky shareholders; what a thing 
to boast ubout when the whole world is in the 
melting pot. It doesn’t need much business acu- 
men to realize that this is a false nrosperity. Busi- 
ness always is good before and after a war, and 
during the same huge fortunes are amassed by 
the makers of death machines, and by all those 
who fill the stomachs and clothe the bodies of the 
unfortunate “cannon fodder.” Those who imag- 
ine that a war will not take place, are twenty 
months out of date, says Mr. Liddeli Hart of the 
London “Times”—war was started in Spain in 
1936. 

Hitler has been likened to a racketeer, and I 
feel that the description is apt. A racketeer stirs 
up trouble, then demands concessions for “protec- 
tion”—I leave it to you. Don’t you agree that 
in the light of recent events, Mr. Eden’s policy,

Your Pool began business on 
Mar, 2, 1925, with 153 members 
without any capital, no deben- 
tures, no shares, no watered 
stock. The record since then is 
interesting, Here it is: 

From Mar. 2, 1925, to Dec. 31, 
1934, you made 1! 800,881 pounds 
of butter, during the last 2 or 3 
years of the period you led -in 
setting a high initial price of 
cream. Notwithstanding this you 
received $145,742.60 in cash sur- 
plus and accumulated $94,823.95 
in Participation Equitv Reserve, 
of which about, $10,000 was re- 
funded to you in-’33 and ’34. 

At the end of 1934 the situa- 
tion was briefly this : 

1, You owned the best Cream- 
ery in Western Canada; 

2. Connected with it was a ser- 
ies of cald storage rooms 
(with capacity of 700,000 Ibs. 
of butter) of a construction 
unsurpassed anywhere in the 
country: : 

3. You had 305,000 Ibs. of but- 
ter in those rooms and a ris- 
ing market. 

4. You had about $6,000.00 sur- 

plus carried forward. 

You owned a well established 

distributing agency _in Van- 
couver, which was more than 
paying its way, actually pro- 
ducing a surplus. This Agen- 
cy was the Key to the whole 
marketing problem. 

6. You did not owe anybody a 
dollar. 

On April 1, 1935, a new mana- 
ger was installed and within a 
few months a new policy was put 
into force—a policy which has 
meen progressively _nsuccess- 
ul. 

The business weathered the 
first year under the new policy, 
found the going tougher in the 
second year, and is in a precari- 
ous position at the end of the 
third year. 

A business established as firm- 
ly as yours was at the end of 
1934 will carry on under its own 
momentum for a while and will 
stand considerably rough treat- 
ment, but there is a limit.

In 1935 you made about 700,- 
000 Ibs. of butter less than in 
1934. The main reason for this 
was you did not maintain a high 
enough initial price for cream. 
You got a cash surplus of nearly 
$48,000.00 at the end of the year 
which was very nice—that looked 
good to you—but where did it 
come from? 

Well, the 305,000 Ibs. of butter 
in storage at the end of 1934, 
which had been thoughtfully 
stored, made a profit of about 
#10,000 on a rising market after 
the turn of the year. 

The $6,000 surplus carried for- 
ward in. Balance Sheet. along 
with about $4,000 carried in re- 
serve for unredeemed Participa- 
tion Certificates authorized for 
payment eliminated on the 1935 
balance sheet indicates nearly 
320,000 of the $48,000 surplus 
paid originated from accumulat- 
ed assets, and a big help in pay- 
ing that top heavy bonus also to 
some extent originating from 
underpayment for cream.

on the border line. 

I say “you” because it is the 
Directors whom you appointed to 
act for you who have done it for 
you, 

You have dropped some $18;- 
000 buying and handling butter 
from various’ small creameries, 
advancing money without the 
simple precaution of taking 
security under Section 88 of the 
Bank Act when you: acted as 
bankers to these creameries. 

Also, you have let go your 
Vancouver Selling Agency, the 
very asset vou should have kept, 
because that was the means by 
which you made your surplusses 
in the past. 

Your present system of selling 
butter is to get a telegram every 
Monday morning from the man 
who buys it, telling you what it 
is worth. Such a system shows 
a child-like confidence-on_ the 
part of the directurs. You should 
at least have a_ disinterested 
broker or brokers give you ‘the 
value. 

I have shown you what you 
had at the end of 1934. What 
have you got now? A bank loan 
hanging around your neck which 
is a problem, and worse than that 
you have got a run-down busi- 
ness which it will require super- 
human effort tc salvage.

EDMONTON, —- After a werk 
spent mainly in. budget debate 
specches which were aimed most- 
ly, and rather obviously, at the 
East Edmonton electors who 
were preparing to. vote in Mon- 
day’s Federal bve-election, the 
Alberta Legislature finally got 
down to business in the last few 
minutes of last week and began 
consideration of estimates. 


The estimates must be adopted 
before April Ist in order to sup- 
ply funds for the operation. of 
government, for the new finan- 
cinl year begins that deys. 

Also intreduced on Friday was 
the new production tax—the levy 
on farm produce by which the 
Government intends to collect, 
either in cash or produce, a per- 
centage of the production of 
every farm, Government spokes- 
men said in the Louse that the 
idea is to base taxation on abil- 
ily to pay, and to eliminate tax 


_» arrears, In other words, the Gov- 


ernment feels sure uf being able 
to collect all farm taxes mnder 
the new system, through the 
right to clain a_ percentage of 
whatever crop is produced, at the 
lime that crop is sold. In the 
next year or so, the House was 
told, the present social service 
tax would be eliminated. Tax on 
farm lands under = production 
would be done awsy with, while 
unproductive farm lands would 
continue to be taxed. 
Applied to Farms Only 

Opposition members asked 
why the production tax was to 
be applied to farms only? Why 
should it not be applied to all 
production if farm produce was 
to be assessed by the new sys- 
tem, they asked. Hon. Lucien 
Maynard replied that if the tax 
works out satisfactorily on farms 
and in rural areas, the same sys- 
tem may be adopted later in vil- 
lages, towns and cities—but not 
yel. 

Asked by Conservative Leader 
D. M. Duggan whether concur- 
rent legislation would be brought 
down to provide forthe removal 
of school or land, taxation, Mr. 
Maynard said that the bill could 
not he expected t« come into full 
operation this year, end indicat- 
ed that therefcre those taxes 
would ndt be removed. 

Under the bill, the “Crown,” 
which. means the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, has full claim to a per- 
centage of the production of a 
farm—all kinds of grain, hay, al- 
falfa, cattle, sheep, swine, poul- 
try, beef and dairy products—- 
from the lime the products come 
into existence. The tax can be 
paid in tre products themselves 
or in cash, he indicated. He did 
not indicate the percentage of 
tax when he introduced the bili, 
and the document was not print- 
ed, at that time,. for publication. 

A new “Social Credit” bill was 
introduced at the same time by 
Hon. E. © Mannmng. Its details 
were not made known, either, but 
it was stated that the bil! leaves 
tbe Social Credit Board xs it is 
now. Aim of the new legisla- 
tion, is to try to prevent the 
present Social Credit Act from 
being thrown out by the courts, 
as a result of the opinion which 
was expressed by the Supreme 
Court of Canada a short ime ago 
and in view of the action which 
is now pending in Calgary to 
have the present act ruled ultra 
vires. It is claimed in some 
quarters that any change in the 
present act might have the result 
of giving it a different identity 
from that which it now has, and 
so force a new court test before 
it could be thrown out. 

Many New Taxes 


It was estimated during the 
‘week that the new taxes on cor- 
porations through the Income 
Tax Act change, the corporation 
tax changes and the extension of 
surtaxes will mean increased lev- 
ies of somewhere between a 
quarter and three-quarters of a 
million dollars. By force of nec- 
essity, most of these taxes must 
be passed on to “consumers,” 
according to opinions expressed 
outside the Legislature. 

Attacks on the press were re- 
sumed by members of the Legi- 
slature during the weck, and it 
was remarked at the same time 
that one of the first things that 
Adolf Hitler decreed when he 
seized Austria wus to impose a 
complete censorship of the press 
in that nation, so that public 
opinion against the annextation 
of Austria to Germany could not 
be expressed, and only the Hit- 
ler opinion, concurred in by the 
Austrian Nazi minority, could be 
given voice. Nazi-isms seizure 
of Austria was carried out in 
order to prevent the majority of 
Austrians from voting against 
Nazi-ism jn the plebescite which 
had been scheduled and which 
Hitler forestalled, it was made 
clear. But Hitler could have his 
own way only by complete cen- 
sorship of the Austrian press, 
and newspapers which had been 
denouncing Nazi-ism on Friday
